SHOULD BE WHIPPED. 


\ 
A Judge's Opiuiou of Newspaper Men 
\\lio “Write Up'’ Peo])le. 


Alderman T. Logan Hecker was 
fined $1 and costs at Lexington, K y ., 
Wednesday, 
for assaulting W. A. 
Farnau, a newspaper correspondent, 
with a cane. 
R. 
Jewell, the man 
who said, 
“ 
Politics is h— 1,” pre­ 
sided over the court, 
and 
in his 
opinion, which consumed 15 min­ 
utes, bitterly rebuked the newspa­ 
per men of Lexington. 
H e denounced certain newspaper 
men for trying to protect their lives 
a year ago when they had asked the 


aid of the police, and these officials 
had declined to furnish the protec­ 
tion. 
He said that an article re­ 
flecting upon a 
man justifies the 
man in attacking the author. 
“ 
When a man assaults a newspa­ 
per man who writes him up,” said 
the judge, in his extended opinion, 
“ 
he IS doing it in self defense, and 
I think the smallest fine ought to be 
assessed against him. 
In this case 
it would Df; just to^ dismiss the dé­ 
tendant, but I will fix the fine at $i 
and costs and suspend the capias.” 
Farnau 
was dismissed, it being 
shown by the alderman’s own testi­ 
mony that the correspondent only 
tried to defend himself after Hecker 
had assaulted him. 
In the course 
of his long tirade against Lexing­ 
ton newspaper correspondents, Jew­ 
ell said that he had helped to pre­ 
pare an ordinance, which is now 
before the council, which will give 
him the power to fine and imprison 
newspaper men.

soldiers 
together 
again. 
Many comrades will meet there who 
have not met in thirty years. 
“ 
Many will answer to their names 
who will not again respond to roll 
call until the reveille of the resur­ 
rection shall awaken them to live 
again in immortal youth. 
This re­ 
union will quicken the slowly beat­ 
ing pulse and brighten the pathway 
across which eternity’s shadows are 
lengthening.” 
“ 
Ties which were formed while 
shoulder to shoulder facing storm 
after storm of shot and shell upon 
many a stricken field, 
bind their 
hearts 
together, 
and they should 
not fail to embrace this opportunity, 
which may be their last, 
to meet' 
and recall those stirring scenes. 
“ 
All confederate soldiers, 
their 
wives, 
daughters and friends, 
are 
cordially invited to accompany the 
delegations from the camps of the 
United 
Confederate 
Veterans 
to 
Houston. 
It is hoped that as many 
ladies will attend as find it at all 
possible to do so.”

a depu ty marsh al and also serv ed 
u nder a depu ty ot th e Mu skogee 
cou rt. 
A month ago information 
was 
filed against h im, 
ch arging h im 
with being implicated in th e rob­ 
bery of a car load of cattle at 
Wagoner, I. T. 
Since th en Reed 
h as been scou ting, and, if h e h as 
joined a gang, will dou btless do 
most of th e planning for it. 
Th e oth er members of th e gang 
were 
with 
Ch erokee 
Bill, 
Jim 
French , Verdigris Kid and Root. 
Th ere are qu ite a nu mber of smaller 
ligh ts of th ese gangs still at large, 
and th ey will probably fiock arou nd 
two su ch leaders as Root and Reed. 
Th e Grand riv er cou ntry , wh ere 
th e gang is said to be gath ering, is 
v ery wild and desolate. 
In some 
places th ere are ten or fifteen miles 
of dense forests, Ninbroken sav e by 
cow trails. Th e h eav y u ndergrowth 
and deep, rocky gorges make it an 
ex cellent h iding place.

of th e strongh olds of Dalton, Starr, 
Ch erokee Bill and Jim French ’s 
gangs.

with ou tlaws or liv e in fear of th em, 
so ou tlaws are not molested.

ers of his own native state. 
His 
b attle with Choy nski, followed b y 
his draw with Peter Jackson, sent 
him to the foremost ranks of pugil- 
ism with a rush that was meteoric;

that Fitzsim m ons had not proved 
himself capab le of doing, and when 
he defeated Jake Kilrain, John L. 
Sullivan and Charles

at

Ry an, or even the m an who defeated 
Jake Kilrain at Richb urg. 
It was a 
daraentab le apology for the John L. 
Sullivan of form er day s that, b ruised 
an d b leeding, clung to the ropes 
a n d told the throng that he had 
fought once too often, and there 
wasn't a heart in that b ig arena 
that did not ache for him. 
Charles Mitchell, middleweight, 
who never should have fought out 
of his class, would have b een a vic­ 
tim for Fitzsimmons, b ut Corb ett 
was fortunate enough to b e the c ha m ­ 
pion, and he caught the prize, and 
no 
money was 
ever 
more easily 
earned than the purse offered b y 
the Florida Athletic club for this 


contest. 
T he disparity in the size 
of the men was ludicrous and n oth­ 
ing short of a miracle could have 
rob b ed C orb ett of victory .

Both men are conscientious w ork­ 
ers, and they will train for the com ­ 
ing b attle as neither ever trained b e­ 
fore. 
It is essential to Corb ett's 
future that he should win— a draw 
would b e almost as disastrous as a
